“People ar« ’ apt to look on the fo urth 
dimension space as som ething oi tln*- 
oretical value only,” said youn g Sidis.

geometrical problems, and a good un ­ 
ders ta ndin g o f the subject is apt to 
geometry. 
“The four th dimensional space is a 
Euclidian space with one more d im e n ­ 
sion added to it.
